Millennial women are the slowest to have 
kids of any generation in U.S. history But 
don’t blame increasingly popular fertility in- 
novations like egg freezing. Career ambitions 
appear to play a lesser role in delaying parent- 
hood than a sputtering economy according to 
a new study from the Urban Institute. 

Between 2007 and 2012— just before and 
right after the recession— birth rates among 
American women in their 20s declined by 
15 percent, the report found. Financial hard- 
ship “causes young women who aren’t worried 
about the biological clock to say ‘Things are 
tough right now. Let me put this off because I 
can,’ ” said co-author Nan Astone, senior fel- 
low at the Urban Institute. 

Birth rates in the U.S. remained fairly stable 
from the ’80s to the early aughts, she said, 
but began to dip by 2008 — especially among 
women entering their prime childbearing 
years. By 2012, Millennials reproduced at a 
pace that would lead to 948 births per 1,000 
women— “by far the slowest pace of any gen- 


eration,” the report said. 

All races experienced a birth decline. His- 
panics saw the largest: From 2007 or 2012, 
the rate dropped 26 percent (1,570 to 1,158). 
The rate for African-American women fell 
14 percent in the same five year period 
(1,216 to 1,046) and 11 percent for white wom- 
en (976 to 866). 

The recession hit young adults particu- 
larly hard. College students graduated into a 
tougher job market. Many opted to live with 
their parents as rent prices increased across 
the country 

So, it’s not surprising Millennials put baby 
dreams on hold. There’s precedent: “Previ- 
ous historical low points for 20 -something 
fertility rates occurred in the early 1930s and 
late 1970s,” the Urban Institute paper noted, 
“and coincided with other times of economic 
stress.” 

Marriage rates, meanwhile, also have 
dropped across racial groups. More than a 
quarter of never-married Americans, 25 to 34, 
report they haven’t gotten married because 


they’re not “financially prepared,” a recent 
Pew survey found. 

For some, no ring means no babies. The 
lack of marital commitment drove a dispro- 
portionate fertility dip among young white 
women, the researchers found. 

It’s too early to tell if Millennials will have 
fewer children than generations past. Women 
born between 1980 and 2000 might catch up 
on childbearing in their 30s, Astone said. 

One thing to watch, though, is how current 
birth trends may affect income inequality down 
the line. Among baby boomers and Gen Xers, 
trends in marriage and childbearing seemed 
to deepen differences between low and high- 
er-income families. 

“Family inequality increased as single par- 
enthood increased among already disadvan- 
taged groups ... while more advantaged young 
adults postponed both childbearing and mar- 
riage,” researchers wrote. “Millennial fertility 
might be a continuation of the trend in family 
divergence, or it might start a return to earlier 
patterns of family formation.”

Why isn’t James 
Marsden a big star?

For someone who’s headlined a lot of mov- 
ies, James Marsden really doesn’t have the 
standing in Hollywood he deserves. This 
week he stars in two small movies (“Wel- 
come to Me,” “The D Train”), one of them 
good, one of them not so good; he’s the best 
part of the weaker one and does nice, subtle 
work in a supporting part of the better one. 
He’s an actor who knows how to lead, but 
he also knows how to hang back without 
disappearing. 

Look at how many times the 41-year-old 
has delivered performances you’d think 
would have turned him into someone who 
can select any part he wants, or at least be in 
the conversation. 

» He got on board the “X-Men” franchise 
from the beginning. 

» He played a significant role in 
“The Notebook.” 

» He utilized his charm without repeating 
himself in “Hairspray” and “Enchanted.” 

» He proved he could do thrillers with “The 
Box” (I’m not including 1998’s “Disturbing 
Behavior,” which is the first time I remember 
seeing him on screen) and proved a worthy 
foil for Kirsten Dunst in the under-seen com- 
edy “Bachelorette.” 

» He was perfect for “Anchorman 2: The 
Legend Continues” and was a lot of fun on 
“30 Rock.” 

So what’s the deal? Maybe it’s because 
over the years Marsden has made enough 
bad movies to cancel out the good ones? 

I mean, I don’t imagine that he’s proud of 
“27 Dresses.” Or “Sex Drive.” Or “Death 
at a Funeral.” Or “Hop.” Or “The Best of 
Me.” And “X-Men: The Last Stand” was 
awful. Though not worse than “Sex Drive” 
or “Hop.” 

But most actors have a mixed bag in their 
filmography, and Marsden is someone who 
I can’t recall ever stooping to the material. 

(I didn’t see the recent “Unfinished Busi- 
ness,” and I can’t say Fm sad about that.) 

I’m not sure if it’s that he’s not getting the 
chance to make nothing but good stuff, or if 
he’s making inconsistent choices. Anyway 
he’s starring in the upcoming HBO series 



“Westworld.” Maybe that will finally tilt the 
scales and allow the actor to only do projects 
that deserve him. Until then, see “Welcome 
to Me” when it opens Friday

desperate for revenue can do for a person’s 
confidence. 

What at first seems like a standard charac- 
ter for Wiig becomes an involving tiptoe along 
the line of exploring vs. exploiting someone 
with mental illness. Idiosyncrasies like Alice 
calling carbohydrates “carbohydrants” start 
to feel like laughing at her instead of with her. 
But “Welcome to Me” isn’t offensive like San- 
dra Bullock’s appalling ‘All About Steve,” and 
it doesn’t cheaply make Alice’s show a sensa- 
tion. Rather, it’s a mild curiosity for as long as 
an unpredictable program whose only subject 
is the life of its host reasonably can last. 

Rich (James Marsden), one of the show’s 
producers, probably doesn’t take mounting 
legal problems as seriously as he should, and 
Alice’s ex-husband (AlanTidyk) being gay is 
treated as superfluous quirk. As what sort of 
feels like a grown-up version of his ‘American 
Beauty” character, Wes Bentley sweetly plays 


Rich’s brother, a fellow producer who bonds 
with Alice despite clearly still smarting from 
being twice-divorced. “By twice, I mean three 
times,” he adds. That’s funny and sad, and, 

I’d guess, possibly a glimpse of the appealing 
vulnerability coming soon in the Judd Apatow/ 
Amy Schumer collaboration “Tfainwreck.” 

And with a strong turn from Wiig, director 
Shira Piven (sister of Jeremy and wife of “The 
Other Guys” director Adam McKay) and 


first-time feature writer Eliot Laurence create 
a gaper’s block comedy around a woman de- 
lighted that people will watch re-enactments 
of her life, even if she can’t get away with 
saying, “I’ve been using masturbation as a 
sedative since 1991” on air. Mostly, finally, she 
has something productive to do with her pain. 

» Piven will introduce the film and conduct 
a post-movie Q&Awith co-star Joan Cusack 
for the 7 p.m. screening Fri. at Music Box. $15.

In February 2013, 
Melissa McCarthy 
starred in an unfunny 
aggressive road movie 
(“Identity Thief”). 
Four months later, 
she was the wild card 
to Sandra Bullock’s 
straight arrow in an incredibly generic buddy 
cop comedy (“The Heat”). Opening June 5, 
McCarthy stars in the very funny “Spy” as 
Susan Cooper, a CIA agent finally brought 
away from her desk and into the field. 

But first there’s “Hot Pursuit,” which 
doesn’t include the Plainfield, Ill.-native 
actress but is sort of like watching all three 
of those movies at the same time. It also re- 
minded me of parts of “Speed” and “She’s the 
Man,” which is not a sound combination. 

Reiterating that she long ago lost her 
ability to pick the right comedy Reese “Four 
Christmases” Witherspoon plays Cooper 
(someone please send Hollywood a list of 
names that exist), an uber-intense cop who 
gets to leave her evidence collection duty 
only because a female officer legally must be 
present to escort a female witness. The prized 
woman in custody is Mrs. Riva (Sofia Vergara 
of “Modern Family” disappointing in her first 
starring role), the wife of the second-biggest 
player in a cartel whose leader ... oh, whatev- 
er. Nothing but the basics to see here, people.

What ensues, obviously, is Cooper and 
Riva hitting the road, where Cooper will 
display her unsexy underwear and countless 
gags/outfits will confirm that everyone on 
screen is looking at Riva’s boobs. The duo of 
male writers allows the male characters to 
be annoyed with (your period, ewwww!) or 
aroused by (cleavage! lesbians!) the women, 
and rarely anything in between. Director 
Anne Fletcher (“27 Dresses,” “The Proposal”) 
takes jokes that might have been kinda funny 
on paper and crushes them with a complete 
lack of comedic rhythm. At its worst, the 
tame, PG-13 -rated “Hot Pursuit” recalls the 
excruciating “The Bounty Hunter.” 

A good comedy makes you disappear into 
the laughter, not feel constantly reminded 
that this is a movie trying pathetically to 
elicit more than 1.3 chuckles. The painfully 
formulaic “Hot Pursuit” follows “Get Hard” 
in casting two people who can be funny 
separately and allowing their incompatible 
energies to cancel each other out. Add the 
typical corruption, Taser usage and exagger- 
ated sexualization of the elderly and you’ve 
got a movie that should have been released 
straight to single-occupant hotel rooms with 
the tagline, “What else is on?”
